As was to be expected, the N. T. World-Telegram 
prominently played up the fabrications against China. 
This Scripps-Howard paper, remember, went far out 
of its way to defend the rewarded liar, Charles A. 
Lindbergh, from a charge for which he was given a 
special medal by Hitler. This same newspaper, dur- 
ing the Czechoslovak crisis vented its rage against 
the Soviet Union in order to try to divert attention 
from the conspiracy of Hitler and Chamberlain. Its 
supported slanders against 450,000,000 people and their 
outstanding leader, Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
are after all, the culmination of a series of mud- 
slinging. 

* 

Despite local treachery in Canton and despite the 
trojan intrigue of the Chamberlain-Hitler conspirators 
in the Far East, China is resisting more fiercely to- 
day than ever. Japan is farther from her goal than 
when she first invaded China. With the taking of 
Canton, and even should Hankow fall, Nippon’s dif- 
ficulties, military, financial and economic, will 
geometrically. China's chances of winning have not 
lessened. 

Knowledge of these facts is at the bottom of the 
Chamberlain lie campaign in the Far East, is behind 
the attempt to panic China into capitulation. 

For the stark truth is, Japan can never conquer 
China. Tokio counts primarily on treachery, betrayal, 
capitulation. She depends for results on the arch- 
traitor of Munich, the Chamberlain gang. But it is 
dawning on the Japanese that Munich's plans for 
the Far East are proving to be a colossal failure.

The day after Canton fell, Gen. Shumrokin Hata, 
commander-in-chief of the forces besieging Hankow, 
realizing that his troubles would not be solved should 
the Wuhan area be captured, spoke of greater battles 
beyond Hankow. To the rulers at home who had 
hoped that Hankow’s capture might mark the end 
of the crushing burdens of the aggression against 
China, Hata’s vow to pursue the Chinese forces into 
Chinas Far West, Szechwan and Yunnan Provinces, 
was like speaking of starting the whole campaign all 
over again on a scale twice its present size. 

Then too, G. W. Giffen, Hearst's International 
News Service correspondent in Hongkong, where the 
news the British Tory sifter, re- 
luctantly had to deny all the tall tales about Chiang 
Kai-shek’s capitulation. Sadly he reported to his 
bosses: “Chiang and his government remain deter- 
mined te carry on the uphill struggle against Japanese 
invasion, with an estimated 1,500,000 Chinese soldiers 
still under arms.” 

But Mr. Giffen was underestimating China's 
strength and the problems faced by the Nipponese 
invaders (even if Hankow is lost). Sundays N. Y. 
Times, summarized a Shanghai story analyzing Ja- 
pan’s problems in the light of her China “victories,” 
with these headlines: Japan held facing insuper- 
able task. Army twice the present size is needed to 
consolidate conquests in China. Front runs 2,300 
miles. 270,000,000 sullen and hostile Chinese menace 
invaders in occupied territory.” 

China’s fight has just begun. Japan has taken 
larger and important cities in this vast country only 
to find that tremendously reinforced armies and 
hugely increased expenditures are required just to 
hold them. Chinas strategy for ultimate victory had 
reckoned on the loss of the cities already taken by 
Japan, and many more. But so long as Chinese na- 
tional unity grows firmer, so long as China's determi- 
nation to resist remains unbroken (as all anti-Chi- 
nese biased reports admit is the case) nothing in the 
world can help Japan dominate the Chinese people. 

The new losses suffered by China, though they 
lead to critical self-searching, do not push the coun- 
try to capitulation but rather to the more drastic and 
necessary methods to defeat the invader. 

The very flimsy and crass nature of the lies against 
China. sent over the cables at such great cost are 
themselves indicative of the desperate plight of the 
plotters In the Far East. 

‘China is holding the Eastern fortress of world 
peace against the fascist triple alliance and its Munich 
accomplices. America for its own peace and freedom 
should give her all the support possible.

| Unite and Bring the New Deal to Ohio | Questions

Question: In the light of the Communist position 
on the national question, should not self-determination 
have been accorded to the Sudeten Germans? 

—J. F., New York, N. Y. 


Answer: Self-determination was not the issue in 
the Sudeten crisis: the issue was dismemberment of 
Czechoslovakia—the last of the democratic 
States in Central Europe and a member of the French - 
Czech-Soviet alliance. 

Self-determination can have no meaning other 
than the right of a people to be arbiter of its own 
destiny. Here we had a “destiny” foisted upon a na- 
tional minority by fascism, with the collaboration of 
Lord Runciman—trail-blazer for Chamberlain's course 
of treachery. The slogan of the Henieinists was “Home 
to the Reich!” But home could not mean Germany 
to the Sudetens, whose homeland had never been part 
of Germany. The Sudeten regions of Bohemia had 


for three hundred years been under the domination - 


of the Hapsburg dynasty, until the establishment of 
the Ozechoslovakian Republic in 1918. Not an inch 
of German soil went into the creation of Czecheslo- 
vakia. 
The issue of “liberation” had as much connection 
with the Sudeten situation as it had with Aus- 
tria, when the move for a _ plebiscite was 
brutally forestalled by an armed Nazi invasion; as it 
had with Spain, 


ators’ who shed crocodile tears for the freee 
dom of the Sudetens. The pretense of it all 
now further bared by the International Commission’s 
surrender to Hitler of districts with populations close 
to 100 per cent Czech!*—a gift that exceeds the de- 
mands made by Hitler in the “unacceptable” Godes- 
berg ultimatum. 

Certainly, there were justifiable national minority 
claims put forward by the Sudeten Germans. That 
in sO progressive a country as Czechoslovakia national 
minorities should not have enjoyed full freedom and 
equality, in itself indicates the insufficiency of bourgeois 
democracy. Yet, in no capitalist land were national 
minorities accorded such rights as in democratic 
Czechoslovakia. 

It is significant to take for comparison the neigh- 
boring South Tyroleans, a German-speaking national 
minority ruled by thé same Mussolini who rushed 
about rattling his tongue like a sabre to force “self- 
determination” upon the minorities in Czechoslovakia.
